The  pear  tree  does  well  in  almost  any  good  soil,  but  thrives  best  in  rather  heavy 
clay  or  loam.  They  make  a  good  market  crop  in  almost  all  sections.  It  grows  erect 

and  may  be  planted  closer  than  the  apple.  Do  not  encourage  a  rapid  growth,  as  this 

favors  blight,  which  is  now  controlled  by  a  system  of  pruning  and  disinfecting  the 
cuts.  For  the  blight  cut  back  to  sound  wood  and  burn  clippings.  Planting1  on  well 
drained  north  or  west  slopes  helps  to  prevent  blight.  All  pears  should  be  picked  be¬ 
fore  entirely  ripe  as  the  quality  in  flavor  and  texture  is  improved  by  proper  ripening. 

Standard  pear  trees  should  be  planted  about  18  feet  each  way,  requiring  135  trees 
for  an  acre.
